Thurbcr, of New York. 
Central New 


York is the imiin source of the unctuous 
extract, and California also furnishes « 
large supply, but this season thu crop

The choicest honey comes 


from the teasel-blossoms, a plant, used 
for taking the imp off cloth; but clover, 
buckwheat and busswood furnish 
the 


gie.itest quantity. 
A new fti|d interest- 


ing foatuie in the trade is the export of 
honey to Kurope, which was successful- 
ly inaugurated by the Thurbors last 
year. 
About 300,000 pounds, weru 


shipped, principally to Ureat Britain, 
before the season closed, and the demand 
from abroad this season promises to be 
a large increase on that amount. There 
are now 150,000 bee-keepers in the
